Report of School Board 


REMARKS 


In making our annual report we have adopted this form 
by the advice of the State Department and for the reason 
that it can be used without change in our report to the State 
Superintendent, which we make in July of each year. 

We wish to call to-the attention of parents that they 
are required to notify the School Board when they wish to 
send pupils to a high school, that we may know who are at- 
tending and what tuition the town is liable for. 

There is need in some schools of more care in the at- 
tendance of pupils, and we ask parents to assist us in keep- 
ing the attendance as near perfect as possible. 

We received this year from the state $204.30 on account 
of good average attendance, nearly enough to cover the cost 
of two weeks’ school. We think it worth while to obtain 
this assistance each year, if possible.

Superintendent’s Report 


To the School Board of the Town of Weare. 


I hereby present my third annual report with recom- 
mendations. 


GENERAL REMARKS 


At the beginning of the school year in September, a 
meeting of all the teachers was called and parts of the new 
Elementary Course of Study were discussed by your super- 
intendent and the method of teaching these parts outlined.

The results obtained in these 
erades in these subjects have been most pleasing and satis- 
factory. The children in these grades all through the town 
never have done so much reading and done it so well. It has 
_been a problem for me to supply a sufficient quantity to sat- 
isfy these little people’s craving for more reading material 
and we havea fairly goodsupply. After giving scientific tests 
for reading ability I have found some as low as fifth grades 
whose ability warranted excusing them entirely from the 
reading classes but not from reading. On the contrary 
we have tried to furnish all the reading matter possible for 
these good readers to be read silently at their seats, thus 
giving more time in class to the poorer readers. The re- 
sults in reading this year, so far, warrant the prediction that 
at the end of the year the Weare schools will have seen 
their banner year in reading accomplishment, especially 
in the first three grades. The seccond grade at the Center 
school deserves special mention in this respect. 
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In Number Work the new Elementary Course calls for 
what seems at first thought to most teachers an impossi- 
ble task, especially in the first year. We have proven, how- 
ever, that the work there called for can be done, because 
we have first graders who are doing it and doing it well. It 
would be well worth a few moments time of the citizens tu 
visit the North Weare or East Weare primary schools and. 
see what these first year number workers can do. It is 
highly gratifying to have schools that are able to do and are 
doing what the state outlines in its Elementary Program of 
Studies—in other words to have schools that are keeping 
up with the procession of schools in other parts of the state. 

Because special effort has been put upon two things 
does not signify that other branches have suffered in con- 
sequence. All] studies have received their usual amount of 
attention and good work done. I have asked for this spec- 
ial work in the lower grades that we may start with the 
right foundation to build up efficient pupils under the new 
course of study. To secure good seventh and eighth grades 
we must previously have good first and second grades. 


THE NEW ELEMENTARY PROGRAM OF STUDY, 
| \ 
The new program of studies for New Hampshire 


schools is not so much new asa rearrangement of the old. 
It has in this rearangement taken into account economy of 
time by omitting many things proven non-essential ; ‘and a 
wider range of subjects, by adding such things that before 
a child leaves the eighth grade he or she may have taken 
work equal to what is now given in the first year in the 
high school. If you choose to adopt the new program 
yours will beamong the progressive schools of the state. 
If not, I believe, within five years your schools will be 
among those rated as the old type. 

Your graduates are now received into the neighboring 
high schools. You can not afford to have the time come 
when they will not be received there on in a high schoo] of 
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your own. The progressive high schools of the state will, 
however, adapt their courses to the advance step now be- 
ing taken by the grades and unless you are ready to meet 
these changes by reorganization of the grades, Weare 
children would have to spend a year elsewhere before en- 
tering a high school. If Weare ever has a high school its 
grades should follow the more modern course of study, to 
fit its students for a modern high school. If Weare does 
not have a high school it should give all its children all it 
can through its schools, and prepare for higher grades those 
who care to go. I believe we should adopt one of the three 
curricula given in the new program for seventh and eighth 
grades and fully carry it out. : 


REPAIRS 


Several of the school buildings are far from what the > 
standard requirements call for. Again let me call your at- 
tention to the following: Only two school buildings are ar- 
ranged for pupils to go to the toilet without going out of 
doors. Only three have adjustable desks and chairs. Three 
have no slate blackboards, and others not enough. The 
condition of the school buildings is the best possible indi- 
cator of the educational center of a community. 


BOOKS AND SUPPLIES 


We shall need still further attention to our books, es- 
pecially supplementary reading matter. As school books 
like every thing else have advanced in price and paper sup- 
plies have more than doubled in price since a year ago, I 
think you should ask for a little larger appropriation this 
year for your book and supply account, 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


I recommend the formal adoption by the School Board 
of the New Program of Studies for New Hampshire Schools 
so far as practical for you to do so. 
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I recommend that some slate boards be put in every, 
school house that is to be used next year; and that special] 
attention be given to the toilets. 

As we have some schools that cannot comply with the 
state law relative to displaying the flag because of the need 
of poles or fixtures, | would recommend that immediate 
attention be given this matter. 

I again recommend the establishment of more two 
room school buildings on the plan of the one at East 
Waare, on the ground of both educational and financial 
economy, The first one to be established should be in that 
section of the town where the school is growing fastest or 
is likely to so do. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOL GRADUATION 


The first “Grammar School Graduation” in Weare 
occurred at the town hall June 22, 1916. 

It was avery delightful occasion enjoyed by a large 
audience. The young people acquitted themselves splend- 
idly and to the satisfaction of all concerned, and the original 
parts delivered were very instructive to the listeners and 
showed a great amount of reading on the part of the pupils. 

There were eleven graduates, all of whom have gone 
away to high school or some higher institution of learning. 
The graduates were, Oliver Prescott Baker, Walter Buell 
Chase, Mabel Alice Daniels, Preston Collins) Draper, 
Florence Adeline Emerson, Randolph Leroy Gould, Elsie 
May Ineson, Frances Amanda Leach, Nina Elizabeth Leaf. 
Wilma Doris Tenney, Vernon Roy Wood. 


CONCLUSION 


I want to thank all the teachers who have so earnestly 
entered into the spirit of the school work to be done this 
year. They have done faithful work thus far, and the re- 
sults have been satisfactory. 
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The attendance this year has been exceptionally good 
for so rough and colda winter. This means one of two 
things, interested pupils, or interested parents, or it may 
mean both. I feel that the schools are in good working 
condition and gladly submit them’to your inspection. 

I thank you for the many courtesies extended to me 
throughout the year past, and trust that our relations may 
be as harmonious in the future as in the past:
